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REMARKS

Rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claim 6 and 9 were rejected as allegedly unpatentable under 35 U.S.C §112. 

Regarding claim 6, support is found on pages 9-10 of the original patent application. 

Regarding claim 9, definite article **tb.e" is changed to indefinite article - - a - 

Applicant believes that these amendments have fully addressed the Examiner's rejections, 
and the claims arc now in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejection are respectfully requested. 

Rcjcction(s) under 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1-6, 8-10 and 12-14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated 
by Belden, Jr, (US 6,412,631) Applicant respectfully disagrees with the rejection. 

However, in order to pass the instant patent application speedily to issue, Applicant 
chooses not to tmverse the rejection but reserves the right to file continuations or any other mean 
in order to keep the filing date of the rejected claims* 
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Rejectioii(s) under 35 IJ.S*C §103 

Similarly, with regard to 35 U.S.C. §103 rejections, m order to pass the instant patent 
application speedily to issue. Applicant chooses not to traverse the reicction but reserves the 
right to file continuations or any other mean in order to keep the filing date of the rejected 
claims.

Claims 11 v^e objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but the Examiner 
indicated that they would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Such action has been taken, 
as noted in the preliminary comments above.
